Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3, drawn to a method for transcript and genetic analysis, classified in 
class 435, subclass 6. 

II. Claim 4, drawn to a method for providing a nucleic acid molecule, classified in 
class 702, subclass 27. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The methods of Groups I-II can be shown to be distinct because they are physically and 
functionally different, and not required one for the other. The method of Group I is drawn to a 
method for transcript and genetic analysis comprising steps of providing polynucleotides derived 
from mRNA from a sample, expressing the polynucleotides, assessing physical property of 
expressed products, and comparing the assessed property to predicted properties of polypeptides 
encoded by a reference sequence. The method of Group II is directed to a method comprising 
steps of expressing polypeptide and determining the masses of polypeptides to create mass 
signature characteristic. The methods of Groups I and II have different goals and different 
method steps and require different manipulations with different samples that are not required for 
the other methods. 
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Because these Inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, the classification is 
different, and the non-patent and patent literature search required for each group is not 
coextensive with that requirement for another group, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
